and our rulers themselves consider any further taxation impracticable.

apprehending a war. England is at peace with Russia, and the latter has not 
the means to carry on a successful contest with England. Why should 
India enter upon a course of war, because the Amir, unable to see through 
the designs of Russia, has betaken himself to an insane’ policy? He yill 
adopt a pacific attitude the moment he understands his position. _ 
Som Paaxass, 2. On the same subject, the Soma Prakash of the 30th September 
September 80th, 1878. thus writes: We have an old proverb 
among us that we are at last overcome | 
by that which we dread. This has been illustrated m the case of the 
British Government. The Russian hobgoblin, so dreaded by the English, 
to avoid a war with which they deserted their old ally the Turk, and 
brought about the Congress and devised other expedients, is about to 
gain the mastery by means of this war with Cabul.
